LL ASHORE that’s poing whore!” 
Overhead the “‘click-click-clack” of 
the halyard blocks gave notice that our 
“landlubber” crew was hoisting sail. 

The Vandee cast off her lines and headed 
for sea, away on another voyage around the 
world. Tt proved to be a veur and a half be- 
fore she tied up to that dock again, her 
amateur crew turned to hard-bitten sailors. 

Barren Galipages, named by the Spanish for 
the turtles found there; Easter Island with tts 
weird statues: and romantic Pitesirn, South 
Sea hide-out of the Bowety mutineers, all were 

lomeed as ports of call (maps, pages 4 and 91). 

The last of the pauper streamers dropped VET 
the side, Good-bys from the dock grew faint. 
There was a breeze that called forall sail, One 
after another we set them: foresail: mainsail; 
forestaysail: jib: maintopsail; feherman stay- 
sail, Finally the square sail dropped from the 
vard, and the rafiee rose above it to the top of 
hoe foretopmast. Tt was all new canvas, spot- 
les und beautiful, over 6,000 square feet of it. 
All her rags! (Plates I and LX.) 

War already had broken out, though seem- 
ingly still temete from America, when the Fan- 
kee sailed ot of Gloucester, Massachusetts, 
that dav. Would it dog our tracks on the high 
seas, pecnens interfere with our plans for care- 
free delving into the world’s far places? Burt 
we were all too busy with pleasant anticipa- 
tions to spend much time on forebodings as 
the Varsdee plowed aouthward, It was good 
to be off again in our stout schooner, already 
a veteran of two previotis voyages around the 
world,* 

Before any of us was born, our 92-foot ship 
was sailing the North Sea, She was built asa 
husky pilot schooner by the Netherlands Gov- 
ernment in T897 and stwetit nearly thirty years 
in thut service, 


But the Fertee had more than strength and 
beauty. She was ideally suited to our purpose, 
We wanted a home and a ship that amateurs 
could sail, 

No Passengers on This Cruise 

All hands shared in the expenses of the 
cruise, Irving was owner and captain, Every- 
one but the cook joined mn the work of sailing 
the ship, standing regular watches day anid 
night, steering, handling sail, rigging, and. sail- 
making, ‘The three most experienced sailors 
became mates and exch took charge of a watch. 

Down below, the Yanére’s layout is eapie- 
cially adapted to a large crew. In the stern is 
a good-sized after-cabin for the c ptain and 
his wife, and from this a narrow hall leads 
forward, with the engine room and. chs bath- 
room on one side and a single cabin for our 
two small boys and a double stateroom for the 
two girls on the other, The hall ends in the 
main cabin with 14 built-in bunks, upper and 
lower, along its sides, 

Selecting ovr crew required extreme care, 
The ship's company would live in close quar- 
ters for 18 months as one bie family. Besides 
the skipper and his wife, Electa (better known 
ae “Exy"'), twelve young men between 18 and 
30, lwo young wonen, and our two small sons, 
Robert, one, and Arthur, three, were signed oni, 
The group included a doc tor and men. quali- 
fied to handle the auxiliary Diesel engine and 
the rudio, and to make photographs. 

Fritz, our sea cook, was the only professional 
on beard, He could cook in any weather, even 
keep ahead of our sailors’ prodigi Os appetites. 

Female members of a ship's crew must be 
piven berths on her roster, too, 0 the girls were

The Boys Harpoon a Whale 


While trolling off Wreck Bay, we suddenly 
found ourselves in the midst of a huge school 
of tremendous blackish. These small whales, 
rolling and diving, escorted us in formation 
like destroyers, ear 

The boys insisted on having a try at “whal- 
ing, so we figged up a harpoon on a long 
line attached to a big oil drum. At the right 
moment the harpoon was thrown and the fran- 
He blackish dashed away, trailing the big 
orange drum behind, . 

We lowered away the dinghy. How tiny 
sot looked, surrounded by the plunging herd! 
It was surprising that one of the big mammals 
didn’t come up under the boat and overturn 
her, as did Moby Dick, 

AN the time the Pantee circled round and 
round the bobbing barrel, The boys finally 
got hold of the line and made it fast lightly 
so that it could be slipped off if the whale 
sounded. Without warning the blackfish 
started off at top spetd toward the horizon, 
towing the boat foaming in its wake. What 
a thrill that whale gave them, a real “Nan- 
tucket sleieh ride.” 

Gradually the men shortened the line, but 
it took five hours of batiing before the bluck- 
fh weakened. Its last effort was a wild 
plunge toward the dinghy. Its nose landed 
on the gunwale ad nearly upset the boat. 


Then it fell back, finished, So were the fisher- 


Tet 

We towed it back to Wreck Bay and hoisted 
it- by the ship’s halyards, It measured over 
16 feet long and 4 feet across the Qukes, 

That night with the sunset livhting. the 
quiet water to gold and the rising moon silver- 
ing the bay, we sailed slowly away for our 
next island—Santa Maria (also called Charles 
or Floreana ). 

Post Office Bay Lives Up to Name 

We anchored in Post Office Bay, The land 
was a chill even shade of brownish green with 
hills rising far back from the beach, 

The first thing we saw was a barrel on top 
ota pole, the “mailbox” which gives the name 


to the hirber, Tn the old whaling davs, ships, 
often out two or three years, would step here 
to leave letters to be picked up by others 
homeward bound. The Post Office Bay serv- 
ice is still dependable, we found, if not on 
regular schedule, Our letters were delivered 
home some months later: a passing yacht had 
acted as mailntan (page 18), 

Here we hac the best duck-shooting of the 
trip; a brief hour and a half expedition re- 
sulted in 39 for the ship's larder. The hunters 
complained that the ducks were too tame! ‘To 
get them to fly, the sportsmen took turns firing 
preliminary shots, 

The next day an even more interesting sport 
was discovered—obster diving. With nothing 
but gloves to protect their hands, the men 
would dive and catch the spiny creatures fp 
erevices In the rocks. )f course, the Galipa- 
gos “lobster” is really a crayfish and does not 
have the wicked claws of the Maine variety. 

For the nest few days we lived well on the 
Yanéer, with a good supply af ducks and lob- 
eters and even a roast of beef butchered from 
a big wild bull shot on the ishind by some of the 

On Santa Murla we visited our old friends, 
the Wittmers, who came here in 1931 “to cet 
away from the world” (page 20). As they had 
heard about the war and doubted that we 
would make another cruise, they were over- 
joved to see ws and to learn that we had 
brought them needed supplies: It made a 
real Christmas possible for then, 

Since our last visit, another couple, Mr. and 
Mrs. Conway, from California, had alsé taken 
up residence here, and we called on them, They 
have cleared land and plantel many sorts of 
fruit, vegetables, and flowers. ‘Their bunk anil 
few belongings were roofed aver by cormagated 
iran, but three sides of the shelter were open, 
They had two dozen hooks, of which they had 
read every word, We were able to leave with 
them fresh hooks and useful objects, while 
they provided us with bushels of fine oranges, 
limes, squashes, cabbage, and sweet potatoes, 





Mystery of the Missing Boroness 

Sant Marin Tsland still harbors a mystery 
which may remain unsolved, Seeking escape 
from civilization, five settlers came here from 
Europe. The first arrivals were Dr. Friedrich 
Ritter and Frau Dore Koerwin, who were fol- 
lowed later by Baroness Eloise de Wagner 
Webrborn and two men companions, Robert 
Philiposen and Rudolph Lorenz. 

On the first cruise of the Fanéer we visited 
all five of them, and it was evident that there 
wat bad feeling between the two groups, al- 
though they were pleasant and hospitable to 
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tt Later the disappearance of the Baroness 
an Philippacn aod the discovery of Lorenz's 
body oni nearby ishind caused much specu- 
lation, [r. Ritter also eventually died, and 
Frau Koerwin returned to Germany.* 

One beautiful night we sailed for San Sal- 
vador and anchored in Sulivan Bay, Every. 
where ate chiters and rivers of lawn, shading 
from deep velvety tones to reddish browns 
(Plate IV). We found here o little beach 
showing tracks of turtles, ‘Tiny red crabs 
scuttled over the lava at the waters edge 
mn a few fomilies of en lions were ot home 
near by. | . 

Our chief memory of Sulivan Bay, however, 
is of our lithe sen lion, Amv. She was o lovable 
ereature with soft fur and hig bloe eves. 
was utterly trusting, flopping her way about 
the deck. enioying- all the petting she could get, 

When it was time to sail, the skipper took 
her azhore to her home. Her mother inome- 
diately punished her. She picked Amy up like 
a kitten, thrashed her about ruthlessly, and 
finally carrie) her off into the water, continu- 
ing the violent shaking, At Inst Amy flopped 
her way up the beach to the skipper's feet, 
asking for o lost bit of petting. He saw thas 
she was unharmed and so left her with her 
farmily 

Isthela [sland is a rendeevous for ture 
fiehermen from San Diego, California, We 
arrived there about 1:30 in the morning and 
asked some of the fishermen if we could go 
aut with them the next day. They said, “Yes, 
und be ready about 5:30." 

This didn’t leave much time for aleep, but 
all hands except Frite and the girls piled 
aor before ‘davilight. 

Live sardines are thrown out os bait. When 
the tuna come swimming around, the fisher- 
men wet out on platforms close to the water 
and fish with barbless hooks and sbort lines, 
With # sardine of sometimes just a white rae 
as lure.t 

The water ts so clear that you can see the 
tuna, hundreds of them When the going is 
lively, you swing the fish in over your head 
as fast us you can whip the pole hack (Mate 
1). The hooks, being burbles, allow the 
tuna to jump clear as soon as they strike the 
deck. “Then you cast the hook back into the 
wiler. 

For o while the tina would rm 15 ta 35 
pounds. Then, with no warming, in would 
swoop 130+ and 2O00pounders, If you were 
lucky, you could notice the difference quickly 
enough to change your pole for different gear 
having one hook fastened to two or three 
poles; otherwise, it seemed like trying to 
Hop a trick with a cane. 


Even with two or three men to a single 
hook, fone of the big fish came ip under 
the bout and was hooked going straight away, 
the poles would be jerked out of their hands 
or the men into the water! 


Across the Open Pacific 


From the Giilipages we beaded southwest- 
ward for Enster Island, one of the most in- 


aocessible ancl mysterious islands of the world. 


[t was a pleasant life an this long voyage 
Of some 2.200 miles. The alavs never were 
oppressively hot, At fowrin the afternoon the 
temperature waulel begin ta drop, sa that every 
night we were wearing pea jackets on watch 
and sleeping in cool comfort, The proximity. 
of the cold Humboldt Current from the Ant- 


arctic tempers. the weather near the Equator, 


We became familiar with the Pacific—ite 
treat leony swells, sometimes 200 yards fram 
crest to crest, rolling unceasingly up to wus 
und off over the horizon, ‘The four-to-eight 
watches cume to lireakfast with enthusiastic 
aocounts of better sunrises than ever, ond 
after supper in the evening almost everyone: 
would gather on deck to see what the sunset 
would be fike that night. Sometimes we had 
goreeous shows of phosphorescence in the 
Water alengside, 

We all slipper] ensily into ship's routine, 
standing our watches day and night. By- eight 
oclock all except those on watch had turned 
in, vot one of us would have though of 
going to bel at that bowr ashore, btit it be- 
came a perfectly natural part of life at sen. 
There was very little sail handling to do, 
but the crew kept busy seraping and yarnish- 
ing the teak, teconclitioning all the spate 
blocks, doing necessary whippings and =plic- 
ings of ropes and lines, sewing canvas covers 
of various kinds, and mending o bit of sail 
now and then, 

Bouneing Turtle Eggs 

Fritz was occupied with the greatest con- 
cem of our day-to-day life—meols. We were 
still using our provisions from Gloucester, but 
our turtles on the foredeck supplied us with 
fresh meat from time to time. In ane Frits: 
found 149 exes, which he was able ta use in 
cooking, though he tried in vain to boil, scram- 
ble, or fry them, They were round and white 
and would bounce on the deck like tennis 
balls. The turtle stenks and stews were ex- 
cellent, and turtlt soup, particularly when pre- 
pared with curry, wae delicious

We were welcomed first of all by Parkin 
Christian, who hae been magistrate cn our first 
visit (pames 25, 29, 45). This tall, distin- 
quished-looking man would be outstanding in 
any group. He was as strong and active at 
fifty as any of the younger men, Perhaps Par- 
kin's love of the sea and ships is Inherited! fram 
his great-great-grandfather, Fletcher Christian, 
the leader of the mutineers. 


Landing at Piteairn Like Riding ao 
Roller Coaster 

Going ashore with the Piteaimers; we mar- 
veled that any boat could Lindon the island. 
Bounty Hay is ao mere indentation of the 
const. Surf breaks continuously on the reefs 
afishore, From the tops of the waves as we 
pulled in, we could see no opening, vet the 
boot was headed directly for a tall sentinel 
rock, forming white. 

Parkin was at the steering mir scanning the 
passage abead, Suddenly be rose to his feet 
and ordered, “Silence in the buat, please.” We 
headed into the surf, 

With o roar a big breaker shot ws ahead and 
broke right under the buat, but 14 bending 
ours held ber in place. Then a quick pull ad- 
vanced her oa litth before the next breaker 
threw her high again, Each comber brought 
id new crisis, setming to.stind the craft on ene, 

Finally we felt the keel scrape, and the two 
bowmen Jeaped overside holding the beat 
steady for us to disembark. Quickly the 
islanders. hauled the big boat up the rocky 
leach to a Ieaf-roofed shelter well out of 
reach of the waves, which wt times dash many 
feet up the island's steep sides (page 25). 

We were made to feel welcome as soon as 
westepped ashore, Phere were many would-be 
hosts, so the Varder’s crew scattered inte 
homes allover the tslanel. 

Visitors are extremely rare on Pitcairn. The 
steamers on the New Zealand-Panama run stop 
for mail, but no one ever comes ashore. Since 
the outbreak of war even thear rare visits lave 
wen tediwed. Tshand tractings schuumers seldom 
come this forsouth, os there is nothing to trade, 

Exy and the skipper climbed the 400-ipat 
hillside to “Hie Fence,’ the home of Ada 
and Evlwar Christian, whom thev had visited 
hefore. Her father and brother had been 
magistrates through much of her lifetime. 

Ada remembered how we. long for fresh- 
water baths after many days at sea. so the 
bathhouse was walting with pails of hot ane 
cold water, Soon we were enjoying a Pitcaim 
“breakfast,” ane of the two daily meals served 


10am, and 4 pom. We relished the gow! 
bean soup, the fried chicken, homemade bread, 
pumpkin pic, and fresh fruit, 

Food is prepared on Witeairn in titthe cook- 
houses, on open fires, and in stone ovens, apart 
from the main homes. These separate kitchems 
god the cooking methods pre a heritage from 
the first Tahitian wives. 

Then we started out on calls, first to: Aunt 
Ann MeCoy, an old lady of distinguished ap- 
pearance with: her hith-arched nose and soft 
white hair, At the age of five Aunt Ann had 
been taken to Norfolk Tsland, 475 miles north- 
west of New Zealand, when the Pitcairn popu 
lation mowed to that spot in 1856, 

Two and o half years Inter she had re- 
turned with the first of the homesick island- 
ers. Aunt Ann is descended from William 
McCoy, one of the oruinal mutineers. She 
is the last to bear the mime, 

With Ada Christian to guide ws, we walked 
through the villoge- along ted-ratth paths wenn 
by many bare feet. At every house people 
came out to shake hands. It was a scene of 
contented, hard-working people; unpainted, 
weathered houses, and beautiful tropical flow- 
ers: frangipani, fragrant slephanotis, and In- 
dian shot plant. 

We continued along the shady road, passing 
gardenia bushes here and there. The farm 
land was red and rolling and cut up in patches, 
As we came to open places we could see white, 
breaking surf far below. 

At lust we came to 9 fork where the great 
hanyan tree stands, “It probably looks to- 
day, Ada informed ws, “much as it did te the 
mutineers on their first trip of exploration," 

Pitcairn raises some of the finest truit in the 
world, and all day Jong we sampled huge, 
juicy watermelons, peaches, bananas, coconuts, 
oranges, limes, muskmelons; mangoes, pine- 
apples, and other tropical fruits. We visited 
the village center with the church «nd court- 
house and the thatched shacks that house 
community property, the sugar press, and 
the sugar-boiling trench. 

Down toward the sea is the cemetery, with 
ité simple homemade stones of cement or 
weathered wooden crosses. One stone marks 
the resting place of a young captain's wife who 
died on Piteaim, 11 bears this inscription: 


she bas left the beamcine hillow 
To toy ber beat) on Jesus’ pillow, 


Up the hill a way, we came to the solitary 
grave of John Adams ( Alexander Smith), the 
only mutineer whose eruve is known, the one 
who outlived all the rest. Adams, & Searuin, 
learned to read in old age just before the death 
of his teacher, Midshipman Erfward Young.

Ada told us storles of the tragic years fol- 
lowing the coming of the Aownty miutineers. 
“Tt was by the hand of Providence," she said,

Storm Seas Uneover Hownty's Rudder 

Isterestina ‘relic is the rundder of the Bounty 
(page 43). Tt was-sivhted undér water not 
long ago and hauled ont, after heavy seas hac 
disturbed the covering sand. Thirteen feet 
long and thirty-two inches across, the rudder 
still holds together after all these years, The 
heavy bronze straps are almost as good as 
new. The British Goveroment, which has 
jurisdiction aver Pitcairn, has ordered) that 
the rudder shall not be taken sway from. the 
rele. 

For 150 years the Piteairners used the origi- 
nal vise and small onvil brought ashore from 
the Bounty, Soow the vise is in the Mariners” 
Museum at Newport News, Virginia. The 
skipper, acting as the Museum's agent, ex- 
changed a new vise for the old worn one, after 
the Piteairners had voted in favor of the trade 
at a special meeting (page 23). 

The littl community of about two hundred 
ik unique. The islinders are all related. They 
show many English characteristics, though 
their skins are mostly dark. They have few 
teeth, ming frent cnmeés ane missing, and their 
feet are unusually large. The men obtain their 
clothes in trace from the steamers that pass, 
but women's tresses are hard to get, 

Pitcairnets welcome anything they can ob- 
tain from civilization in the way of flour, says, 
kerosene, dyes, ink, butter, milk, meat, glass, 
paint, and nails, The women moke baskets 
ind hats and the men whittle canes, boxes, and 
occasionally a ship model to sell to passing 
tteamers: But money accumulates slowly, and 
Pitcaimers must go without many things the 
rest of the world takes for granted. In the 
days of sailing ships, the young men could find 
berths on passing ships, Now itis a long time 
before anyone: on Pitcairn can Save enough 
for Passage money on a steamer to New Zea- 
land of a trading schooner to ‘Tahiti, 

The people are Seventh-Day Adventists, 
The straightforward simplicity of this faith 
soem to fit readily into the island community. 
The Sabbath is observed on Saturday. 

Pitcairn women always wear sleeves and the 
men long trousers ond shirts even in thts:-warm 
Climate. They use no seasoning in their foud., 
They eat meat only from animals that “divide 
the hoof and chew the cud” and only the fish 
that have both fins and scales, Profanity isab- 
solutely prohibited. The word “please” serves 
ill purpises, thouvh they can pul strong feelin 


into that one syllable! The people do not 
smoke or drink alcoholic liquors, 

In the evening after supper, the bell rang 
for singing, and we went to the little church. 
Hilda, Ada Christian's married daughter, 
played the organ, pumping barefoot. The 
hymns rang out, old-fashioned ones with an 
understandable appeal: “Throw Qut the Life: 
line,” “Yield Not to Tetnptation,” and others.

Before starting jor home, the Pitcoirners 
sang a farewell sone from their boats, All 
the way to shore they talked happily. Though 
they had not sold much, no one grumbled. 

In the afternoon the bell rang four times 
for “dividing at the courthouse. The steamer 
hal paid for fruit with flour and ship's biscuits, 
and it was time for these supplies to be allo- 
cated. We found a representative fron) each 
of the 56 family units gathered on the porch 
with empty palls and basins, One man filled 
each of the containers evenly with flour, while 
another counted tut biscuits, four to a family,

To shelter this ever-growing Industrial 
army, Government scrapes down hills, invs 
miles of streets and water pipes, Installs big 
sewage dispesal plants, and builds not only 
rows and rows of houses; but whole new 
sulyurbs, complete with markets, mavir howses, 
playcrounds, grasay lawns, and shrubbery. 

Fiecause houses. couldn't be built fast 
endtgh, Unele Sam even bought about 650 
trailers, hooked them up with San Diego 
light ant) water lines, and moved workers’ 
families into these. For some odd reason it 
was the Department of Agriculture which did 
this, a body usually thought of as pondering 
anly ts and animals! 

One seahient, pausing from golf or earden- 
ing, rib their eyes in sheer astonishment at all 
this colossal confustor, 

“For its mew graving dock,” said one old- 
timer, “the Navy is digging a hole like the 
Grand Canyon. ... Into a hole like that 
you could have dumped most of this town— 
when I first saw it 70 years ago,’ 

Vanished now 15 that calm, horseshoe-pitch- 
ing, park-sitting, hymn-sinuing, concert-and- 
lecture life of yesterday. Tourists still come, 
but. they're lost in the shuffle, struggling 
against milling soldiers and-sailors, You have 
to push to. get a seat in any lower-priced eat- 
ing place, Then try, if you can, to win the 
eve of a waitress, when it's already beaming 
on a hatidsome marine!

Looking into the Depths of the Sea 

Everybody likes to know what's happening. 
way down in the ocean's mysterious depths, 

San Deen is finding out at the Scripps 

Institution of Oceanography en La Jolla 
Beach, 
"To these of us who study the sea,” said 
Dr. H. U. Sverdrup, Director of the Tnstito- 
tion, “oceanography is as fascinating as 
astronomy is to the students of the heavens. 
Here we work on the edge of the world's 
greatest ocean—yet one jess charted than the 
surface of the moon. [ts currents are still less 
known than the orbits of stray comets,” 

“What do you study, exactly?” [ asked. 

“Different men on our stall study different 
things. Some work on the physics of. the 
noeain, such as types of currents or the inter- 
netion between the atmosphere and the ocean. 
Others work on séa-water chemistry. You 
know that besides tuble salt, bromine and 
manesiim are now extracted commercially 
from the sen.” 

“What about gold?" 

“Tt's there, but you'd have to treat a cubic 
mile of ocean water to get enniwh wold to fill 
a tooth.” 

“Do yeu study fish?” 

“OP course, and all classes of marine organ- 
ims from bacteria to whales; To marine 
lift, sea bacteria art a5 important as soil bac- 
teria are to life son land. The phvsiolugy of 
fish, and their food, is right up our street,” 

“What do fish eat, besides each other?” 

“some feed on smaller animals, which again 
consume the microscopic floating marine 
plants, Other fish feed directly on small 
plants.” 

“We see cows and sheep eating grass: do 
vou mean fish grave in the sume way, on kelp, 
ur éelarass?” 

“Yes, some may eat kelp and eelgrass, but 
these marine plants are of slight importance 
af Aish food compared to small floating 
plants.”

“One heaus there ore “deserts” on sea floors, 
where no plant lite erows.. Le that ore?" 

“Ves, only where light reaches dewn can 

sea vegetation grow. In the open sea, where 
water is clear, light penetrates to a depth of 
S00 feet: near the const, where walters are 
more turbid, Jwht reaches a depth of only 
abyut 100 feet, Plants are therefore not 
fond attached to. the boaltom where coastal 
depths exceed 100 feet; but floating micro- 
senpic plants are found all over the ocean sur- 
face, in what we call the ‘surface layers.” 


Plant Harvests of the Sea 


“You speak of the ‘harvest of the sea,’ and 
of our increasing dependence on the sea for 
food; of “aqoiculture’ as compared with agri- 
culture, Do you mean that, besides fish, we 
might also learn tu eat phanits from the sea?” 

“Why not! Hawaii eats 26 kinds of sea 
plants, and Japan gathers 70 different species 
of edible matine plants,” 

“Dr, Sverdrup, : have heard that Nature 
plows the sea, just as farmers plow their tields, 
to keep the surface water fertile. I think you 
call that process ‘upwelling’; just what cores 
an, when that happens?” 

“Without upwelling marine life would soon 
perish, ‘To live, sea plants, on which fish feed, 
must extract such nutrient salts a4 phosphates 
and nitrates directly from sea water. You 
hear a lot now about gro Tomatoes, cacum- 
bers,etc., withaut soil simply by planting them 
is water impregnated with the right chenticsls. 

ra plants have grown without soil as far back 
as the peoloical histery of the earth goes. 

“But, were sea witer motionless, its sur 
face plants woulr) sedn exhoucst all chemicals 
nected for their growth, So nature ‘plows, 
or upwells the water. This occurs as pre 
vailing wintl carry the warmer surince water 
away from the cost, and colder water rises 
from depths of $00 to GOO feet, to take its 
place. This cold water coming up brings with 
it fresh fertilizing salts, just as deep land plow- 
Lng brings up fresh nutrient salts. Good fish- 
ing, then, is found only where this overturn 
of water tysses occurs. 

“Then the Institution's research must he 
useful to commercial fisheries?” 

“Yes, we ore working now with the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service: Tn-our spe- 
cal boat we make systematic cruises to study 
ocean currents, the intensity af upwelling. Sech- 
water chemistry, distribution of microsceprie 
organisms, ete. All this information is very 
useful toa the Service in its studies of sardine 
spawning and fish food plants in general.” 

“One hears that the sea is a kind of air 
conditioner which helns give southern Califor- 





nin its fine climate. How does that work?” 

“The sea acts as a thermostatic oomtrol, 
Ocean temperature remains low in summer, 
high in winter, Down the California coast 
flows a current of cold water from the re- 
giims south of the Aleutian Islands: hence 
water temperatures here are low as compared 
with Uerse along other coasts in similar 
latitudes,” 

“Do yin also Study the-ocean floor at great 
depths?” 

“Yes, but not at the preatest depths. As 
you know, of Japan the USS, Ramapo 
inutd a depth of 24,6276 feet: there's a hole 
off the Philippines that's 35 400 feet deep. 

“Wherever we've , our genlogists have 
studied the topography of the dcean floor, the 
ivpes of sediment which ute being laid down, 
and they've also brought up interesting fos- 
sils, including the bines of a big extinct sea 
cow. 


Kelp Gathered from the Waves 


Dense beds of kelp cover an area of almost 
L50 square miles in shallow waters off this 
coast. With its ocd-looking, bladderlite fiat- 
ers, this big seaweed is of much commercial 
vale ( pat 0). 

Many varieties exist, but the rockweed, or 
“giant kelp," which San Diego cuts and treats 
is known as Microcystis pyrifera, Tt ia valu- 
able for its content of algin, solvents, and 
minerals; also it has food properties useful to 
men mod beasts: 

Algin, a nutritious eletient, is widely used 
rice only in the chemical and textile indipstries, 
but also in the manufacture of foods os a 
stubilizing agent, Algin goes tite ice cream 
to make it smooth and of a more pleasing 
consistency, Tt also contains a vitamin useful 
in peuliry fests, and men who raise foxes on 
fur forms: feed ulin to their animals to In- 
crease the litter, 

Several products obtained fron kelp are 
used in munitions, During the first World 
War, San Diego cut enormous tonnages of kelp, 
wie in making potash, iodine, and acetore.. 

Big seagoing lawn mowers steam out from 
san Lego to cut off the top-stipes, or stems, 
of the Kelp, which is a tremendously Jong 
plant growing upright in the sea 

These stems are then hauled in like fresh- 
cut alfalfa and processed in aomvstery factory 
which stands behmed “keep out’ signs in the 
south of tiwn. 

Wide attention is focused now on San Diego 
County great Palomar Observatory, which 
stands 5.568 feet high on the mountain of that 
name 75 miles by rood northeast of the 
city (page 67).

“iter the Americans took over, they ap- 
painted an Todian agent, who lived here and 
jretected the property.’ 

“Brother Louis, what do vou mean by secu- 
larization?” 

“Well, in today’s plain English, confisea- 
tion." 

“Tt hen how did you get the mission back 
again? 

“Look behind wou, See that deed, framed 
under wlass, aml hanging on the wall? It's 
dated 1865, and signed by Abraham Lincoln, 
He gave the mission back to us.”

Theo Brother Louis opamed a cabinet and 
showed us mncient band-lettered tomes, in- 
cluding a hymnbook with notes so big that 
the whole choir read them from 30. feet away. 

“Before printing wos common, hymnbooks 
were scarce, and one had to-serve many sing- 

“Tn hearing confessions now, what language 
if teed?” 

“Spanish and English, Early priests, how- 
ever, had to learn Indian dialects, We: still 
preserve the Pater Noster, or Lord's Prayer, 
written in the Jocul Dieguine language, as 
romanized by the pares.” 

Walking throueh the cloisters and gardens, 
Brother Louis showed us beautiful golden 
Pheasants, parakeets, and green lovebirds, 
which sre his particular charge, ag well as rare 
plants and flowers [rom many lands. 

“The story goes that this pepper tree,” said 
the Brother, “is the first one planted in Cali- 
fornia. Tt was supposedly brought from Peru 
by a sailor more than a century ago.” 

Smelline fresh cokes baking, we followed 
cur noses into the great motiastery kitchen 
and found a huge oil-heated oven equipped 
with thecmometers and all. modern gadgets. 
On the table stood seven big chocolate cakes, 
hot and savory, ready for the padres’ evening 
repast. He cut us generous slices, and we were 
hugely regaled, just as were the pioneer padres 
in Spanish times when they roasted a beef 
whole, and made their own wine-and olive oil.

On Point Lome California's History 
Bevan 

Mast important tip of land in southern Cali- 
fornin is this Point Loma—which roms south, 
from the mainland, to help form San Diego's 

First American flag ever flown over what is 
now California was hoisted on this point. It 
wasn “shirt-toil” flag, made by sailors from 
colored calico scraps (page 77), 

On Point Loma, toa, were heard the first 
Christian prayers ever offered in California. 

This vear Son Diego celebrates the 400th 
anniversary of the arrival of its first white 
man. He was Juan Rodrigues Cabrillo, who 
came September 28, 1542, on that persistent 
quest for a northwest passage to China. 

On this high tip Cabrillo prayed ane dedi- 
cated it to the glory of God and the Spanish 
king. San Diego still keeps hig memory green, 
Proof of this you ser in the lavish way his 
musical Portuguese name is tacked to cafes, 
card clubs, theaters, bridges, and real e¢tate 
subdivisions. Historians expecially like ta re- 
late bow Cabrillo “put shirts on two naked 
Indian boys, whe promptly fled, their new 
shirt tuils cracking |” 

But it was Sebastian Viscamo, landing on 
the Point in 1602, who gave San Diego Bay 
its maumie, 

From. Visedirn’s diary we learn that he 
thought this “the best harbour In all the 
South Seas.” Where Uncle Som’s ships of 
war now crowd the hay, Viscaino scoured and 
Cleaned his coravels, which Indians mistook 
for “whales with wings.” 

“A hundred Fndians appeared, with bows 
and arrows, and with many feathers on their 
heads,” says Viscaino’s journal, “Of these, 
twe men and two women came down to the 
beach, the lntter weeping."

I went for the week end to Tjisalak, the 
tea plantation of Baron van Tuyll, a couple 
af hours out of Batavia.

In the background rose the Gede and other 
wel-known volcanoes. AL intervals, niechan- 
ized troops, or half-hidden machine-gun nests 
and tank traps, grimly challenged the peace- 
ful scene. 

We slopped at Huitenzorg and had luncheon 
at the Guvernor Generals palace, which, like 
his town residence, bas been camouflaged: 
The adjoining lily pond covered with large 
pink. blossoms only accentuated the deface- 
ment of the edifice, In front of the palace is 
t huge park with frisky deer. On the other 
tide, where the grounds are open to the pub- 


tic, native soldiers strolled happily, holding 


hands with their saronged sweethearts, 

We arrived at Tijisalak in time to. wander 
around the tea plantation, where young Ja- 
vanese girls were picking the leaves. As soon 

as their baskets were full, they balanced them 
on their heads and carried them imto the 
sheds. There the leaves were put into the dry- 
ing roam, and yesterday's crop was sorted into 
nine different grades, 

Walking back to the house past rows of 
workers huts, | saw pictures of Queen Wil- 
helmina aol Winston Churchill, side by side, 
above each door, 


Waistline, Beware of Rystafel! 


‘Two fellow Americans took me to luncheon 
In Batavia-a day or two after my return there 
and of course ordered ryntafed (rice table), 
famous speciaity of the country, 

We sat under the gaily striped awning of 
the verandah of the Hotel des Tndes, and 
waiched with trepidation the advance of the 
“rystafel army.’ Twenty-one bovs served ts 
forty different dishes at one sitting (page 102), 

umber one hoy brought a capacious bow! 
heaped with fuify white rice. Number two 
served a curried soup containing little meat 
halls. Next came the boy with the chicken 
loaf Onvand on they came in a steady proces 
sion, offering tempting dishes. They served 
three kinds of meats, three kinds of fish, three 
kines of fowl, and several dishes of anime, in 
cluding wild boar, There were ot least seven 
spicy sauces and a wonderful array of conedi- 
ments, “There were bamboo roots, and nuts, 
and shredded coconut. 

Besiles good food, there fs real tradition 
in this rystafel lineup, Places are “willed” 
from father to son. The little old man at the 
end of the line, who serves Arorpoeck’ (a kind 
of dried fish), has been in the lme-up for 30 
years, He used to be number one boy, but 
the solid silver bowl is now too heavy fort 
him!

Batavia is still the seat of the government, 
hut plang are under way for immediate re- 
moval of government offices to the mountains 
around Bandoeny, if and when that anticipated 
invasion comes, Bandoeng is sheltered by un- 
usual toporraphy, including dense woodlands 
and volcanoes that touch the clouds. 


A Remarkable Naval Base at Soerabaja 


Later in the week, T went to Soerabaja, the 
great naval base of the Indies. 

The flight was thrilling: On our left, was 
the Java Sea, and on our right a beautiful 
voleano range that mingled with the clouds. 
We stopped at Semarang and as the plane 
came down, it seemed we must land in one of 
the inundated rice helds, with which the whole 
airport is surrounded. 

All airports in Java are patrolled by armed 
guards, and passengers are closely watched. 
The military and passenger planes both use 
the same landing felds, and despite my resolu- 
tions not to ‘spy’ T was always being caught 
staring at a military objective. 

In Semarang, however, | was merely look- 
ing for someone who could direct me to the 
Indonegian women's congress, to which 800 
native women from all over the Indies had 
flocked, 

| found them talking about rights for women 
in marriage: they thought that one wife is 
enough, even for a Mohammedan, They also 
wished to be able to divorce their hushands, 
and were trying to Promote a fixed wage scale 
for women workers,

‘The meeting went alone very paracefully. 
and | met some charming native girls. Six 
fund law degrees, and eleven were plyysicians. 
Many spoke excellent English, 

A Javanese girl who had attended an Amer- 
ican college headed the delegates from Batavia. 
She is Herawata Latip, the daughter of an 
outstanding dector: After three years in Co- 
lumbia University she is back in her native 
land, once more wearing the becoming <atony 
and tebaje and working hard for national 
dedense (page 105). 

At Soerabaja nest doy T dined at “Modder- 
lust,” the naval officers’ club. New canteens 
have sprung up all over town. Here Dutch 
sailors get free sandwiches and beer ond can 
see American movies. ; 

The following morning, while it was still 
dark, I drove out to the sea base, where the 
officers had lined up Ryan training phines for 
mé to photograph. The young Dutch cadets 
looked keen and sunburned, and the native 
ground crew seeme| efficient (page 107). 
There were six American instructors busy as 
bees: Later they told me that the Dutch made 
marvelous flyers, daring and skillful, 

These Americans liked living in the Inilies, 
They had adjoining houses near the country 
club, with a golf tourse, tennis courts, and a 
swimming pool at thelr disp 

Little American home life is left in the In- 
dies, however, except at the residence of Dr. 
and Airs. Walter Foote, The popular consul- 
gemeral and his charming wift are the guardian 
angels of Americans bere. Li we are sick, Mrs. 
Foote brings the doctor. Tf we get excited 
about war rumors, Doctor Foote calms us, 
He has listened to invasion stories for so Jong 
now that he gecepts only facts: 

The Footes have been in the Netherlands In- 
dicsoffand on for 14 years and know the islands 
thoroughly, Sunday mornings they have open 
house for Netherlanders and Americans. 

Some months ago wives of American busi- 
ness men returned to the United States. These 
lusiness men now band together in their lone: 
liness. “They share the large, company-owned 
houses, and have organized @ joint mess. 

About the only American women left in 
Batavia are the wives of the consular staff. 
lf American evacuation is ordered, there will 
be no confusion. 

Americans seem confident that nothing will 
happen, but I know of one who keeps a thick 
kapok mattress in hit zorage.

TEVE found our dream island. Spar- 
kling, cool northern waves pound its 
shores, instend of the Tanguorous 

South Sea. Trim spruce trees stand along. its 
white shore cliffs, in place of waving palms. 

Picture o Conadian island nearly twice 2s 
large as Long Island that has been privitely 
owned almost since the dawn of ite history: 
an island Wing athwart the sea lanes between 
Montreal and beleaguered Britain, but served 
by a single mall steamer, Anticesti is its 
name, 

Anticostt’s location is so stratezic that (ser- 
man interests tried to buy it outright (page 
128). 11 has served, in succession, ns an ex- 
plorer’s reward, a pirate’s stronghold, a rich 
miin’s sawcinl experiment, a pulpwonl empire, 
and » sportsman's panulise. 

Strewn with flashing lakes, floodlighted iat 
night by the wavering aurora, it is neverthe- 
less virtually free from the usual subarctic 
plasue of mosquitoes and black flies, Deer 
ue more ubiquitous than bears in Yellow- 
stone, and in the island streams you can catch 
salmon and sea trout tram horseback. 


A. Chateau for a Lumber Camp 


This island was once owned Iya French 
millionaire, who biunlt here an elaborate sum- 
mer chiteau. He powrer] out his fortune on 
titanic tumbering pnd fur-farming projects, 
and imported thousands of colonisis—a vast 
industrial and social experiment on a Jab 
lous scale. _ 

Look at the map and see how Anticosti re- 
sembles a huge ship sailing Into the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence River (page 122). The 
North Share af Quebec Province, of which the 
island is politically a part, es to the north, 
20 miles oway at the closest point; to the 
couth'ard the Gaspé Peninsula is 43 miles dis- 
tant. 

One calm day last June, Mrs. Wilson and T 
were at the rail of the 5.58. #lewrus when Anti- 
enst! first emerged above the horizon, Seven 
consecutive summers had found us yearning for 
the first glimpse of “our island.” The Fliearis, 
suiling from Montreal and (hoebec, provides 
Anticosti's only regular link with the world 
outside, and in winter ice blocks even this serv- 
ice (pages 124 and 1349), 

We watched alluring Anticosti grow distinet 
In the afternoon light. ‘(Close ot hand, lozy 
swells sloshed over flat refs. Soon we could 
make out trees amd rocks of the low shore as 
we slid around Cape Henry into Ellis Hay. At 
the bead of the harbor lay our first destina-

tion, Port Menier, capital and ¢hief town, (pope 
wation about $00) of the ishind. 

The Fieurws glided in toward the long pier: 
Gulls screamed over the glistening bay; ducks 
anl shore birds protested froma rocky point. 
On the tide flois Iay huge boulders, brought 
by ancient glaciers from the mainland. Hair 
seals, sunning themeelves on the rocks, slipped 
into the water and peered at the ship as she 
steamer in, 

Port Menier’s rows of small woodtn houses, 
dormer-windowed buildings, boxlike general 
store, steepled church, and tall radio masts 
adited to an unpretentious pictures But 
fram old accuaintance we knew what excite- 
ment lay hack of that austere front, 

At the quay end were the bases of the old- 
time steel pulpwood loaders, long «ince me 
moved for scrap. Old cribs, rotted pilings, and 
rusty mooring bitts recalled Anticosti’s brief 
lumbering boom, 

At the edge of the “bush” loomed) the anzu- 
lar bulk of Anticosti’s moat remarkable lond- 
mark, the great gabled) frame structure of the 
fabled Villa Menter, built by the French choco- 
late king (opposite page). 

Willing hands moored the Fleurus to the 
deck. Old friends, vrinning with pleasure, were 
wilting to greet us; There was Mr. Ay E. 
Groham, capable manager of the island un- 
der the present ownership of the Consoli- 
dated Paper Corporation. Behind him stood 
Charlie McCormick, warden af Anticesti’s 
north shore—“Msiew Charlie’ wherever he 
goes: A goodly portion of the population of 
Port Alenieér was on bend. Mest of them are 
French Canadians, dating from the Meniet 

And there was the tiny train of one car 
pulled by a litt gasiline locomotive that runs 
from the pier to the shore (page 125). We 
piled in and chugeed the few hundred yards to 
the end of the line; then we transferred to 
an dld-faehioned horse-drawn carriage which 
bounced ws merrily along to the Villa Menier, 

No License Plates tn Tax-free Eden 

As we turned the corner out of Port Menier’s 
graveled main street, both of Anticosti’s auto- 
mobiles passed us. 

The island's two automobiles bear no mum- 
ber plates, There is no automobile registra- 
tion of taxation. Because the island is private 
property, no islander ts taxed. 

‘There aré only about 12 miles of good dirt 
road, all at the west end of the islond ‘around 
Port Menier.

Some of our fellow passengers had never 
heard of Louis Qhivier Gamache, ‘The remark- 
able history of Anticnsti’s oddest character 
was promptly told. 

Soon after the beginning of the 19th orntury, 
Louis Olivier Gamache built his house on the 
site where the Villa Menier now stands. For 
44 years he supported his family by fishing, 
sealing, whaling, und trapping, ani) was vir- 
tually the self-appointed prince of Anticosth 

Called a sorcerer and a pirate, Gamache 
was algo a Frenchman witha sense of humor. 
Natives believed that demons helped him rob 
passing craft, am) told tales of brimstone 
smells and blue flames that followed his chip 
over the water. 

One windless day on the Gulf, in hts sall- 
heat smong a small fleet of vessels, he was 
seen tostund up ant) onder the Devil to bring 
him a geod breeze, Instantly the sails of his 
host filled, aml he drew swiftly away, leaving 
the other ships completely becalmed on a 
ghissy sel. 

More credible is the stery of a sea. captain 
whe was forced to accept Gamoche’s hospi- 
tality. After a dinner enlivened by accounts 
of his own bleod-curdling deeds, Gamuache e- 
corled histuest lo his room and locked him in. 
Alitdle later he flimy open the door and, point- 
ing a brace of pistols at the trembling captain, 
announced he had come to give him “the last 
shit.” 

Lauehing uproariousty at his joke, he then 
produced the “shot"—-front 4 flask of brandy! 

As the Fleury pushed steadily eastward, 
we pulled on rubber hip boots and prepared 
our duffel for going ashore. There are no 
harbors or landing piers on Anticosti, except 
i Port Menter, 

We watched parties rowed away in small 
boats toward the twinkling lights of Becscie 
and Otter. In rough weather these pravel bar 
landings con be exciting. 

When the anchorage for the Jupiter River 
was reported close at hand, we gathered on 
deck with our equipment. 

Gently heaving, the Flewraz slid through o 
thin fog which framed each deck light with a 
luminnus halo, The broad Gulf of St. Law- 
i was tasty, but there was a strong ground 
swell.

All at once we made out to port first one 
dim white light and then another, When these 
two mange lights came into line, the captain 


swung the ship inshore, ‘The salt sea air sud- 


deniy wis sweetened with the warm perfume 
of spruce. Above the sheer veil of fog we saw 
the earliest pale hint of dawn, 

Then we saw the land. At first only a dark 
line to the north, Anticosti was: gradually un- 
shrouded by the lifting mist. ‘Spike-tapped 
eveTprects iringed bold cliffs, White foaming 
surf lashed at the rocky bar actoss the mouth 
of the lupiter River. CWT to starboard blinked! 
the light at Southwest Point. 

The Jupiter was to be our highway and 
blazed trail for much of the route of our ex- 
ploratery crossing of the island, 

“Amenez?" ("Lower wway!”) rang aut the 
command from the bridge, and the launch 
splashed! into fis eleniwnt. 

The Davs aml my wife and 7 went down 
the gangwiy into one of the rowboats which 
had come out from shore and was already 
hali-filled with our outfit. We were then taken 
in tow by the launch and our Title flotilla 
drew away from the Flewrws amid cheerful 
avy revoirs, 

e crew headed our boat straight for the 
steep beach: Just short of the breaking surf 
the launch cast us off and we lav to, while 
one of the sailors, with a mighty heave, funy 
the towline ashore. 

In the hall-light we could make out on the 
beach the shapes of a dozen men and a num- 
ber of horses. One of those ashore picked up 
the Tine and quickly threw « hitch around the 
hook on the doubletree behind a team of horses, 

Shouting, the men on shore whipped up the 
horses, Our boat surged forward through the 
roaring suri. Spray stung our faces. Almest 
before we could draw breath, our boat was 
hauled high and dry on the har, 

There were the smiling men, familiar from 
visits of other years: [sidore Lelievre, warden 
of the upper Jupiter, a dapper young French- 
Tian whose every move is grace; Césaire Mar- 
tin, powerful with pole ar paddle—the perfect 
river man; hie brother Jean, a rogved blond 
youth, We lived for weeks on intimate terms 
with these boys. Courteous and skillful, they 
have the pride and dignity of true pentlemen 
(page 134). 

“Cleopatra's Barges" on the Jupiter 

Horsemen and horses at once starter to skirl 
Gur cduitel on sleds across the bar to the estuary, 
where lay the canopied Jupiter River flatboats 
known as “Cleopatra's barges” (page 128). 
The early-morning wir was heavy with the 
sulphurous scent of kelp, After breakfast, at 
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sunrise, the horses were hitched! to the barges— 
And we were on Our way up the Jupiter, 

Antioost? rivers are small, shallow, gin-clear 
foage 129). They have beds mostly of gravel 
and boulders. Henri Menier's men discovered 
that the way to naviedte (hem was in small 
boats pulled by horses which plod along in 
the current 

(in the full-fowing Jupiter Kiver, travel is 
by the larger “Cleopatra's barges, each drawn

We pushed steadily upriver to reach Thirty- 
mile Piool by the second night. Switt ane clear 
the cold waters ruched from pool te pool, “The 
Jupiter has cul a spectacular 200-foot-deep 
gorge through the level white lavers: of -sand- 
stome. Along some teaches the palisades of 
anlt neck have crumbled. Serriel tanks of 
conifers are relieved] here and there by the 
twinkling lieht-ereen leaves of birch and 
pec Lar 

Grassy banks were tapestried with beds of 
bunchheme: and clumps of violets, with 
patches of blue irts, vellow cowslins and but- 
lercups, white sturflowers, wild strawberries, 
ond golden lady's-<lippers. 

Por several days we made our headquarters 
a Thirty-mile Fool in old low cabins in a 
grove of lacy hemlock aml shapely spruce,

The high cliffs gradually subsided, giving 
way ta low, spruce-clacdl banks. We had the 
feeling of getting on top of the tslanel, Lunch 
was served on the bottom of a turmec-up canoe 
at 50 miles from the Jupiter's mouth, 

Old Joe soon turned back downstream with 
the horse and flatboat, We took to the canues. 
The bievs pole dn the swift waters ani pad- 
dled in the staoath, 

It was restiul, after w hard day's travel, to 
ait by the crackling camphre, watching the 
Naming sunset mflected in calm waters and 
breathing the mingled scent of wood smoke 
ad bvksaun, 
too warm a night. 

The Jupiter narrowed to a creek and flowed 
from a succession of lakes: Louise, Felix, and 
Joan, al alive with trout, Alternately poling, 
paddling, and portaging around old beaver 
dams, we finally tracked the river to o point 
where it was a tiny brook, four inches wide, 
gurgling through deep grass, 


The Thrill That Balboa Knew 


Our sketchy map showed the source in Joan 
Lake, but we followed the flowing water up 
to an uncharted pond in an open meadow, 
Later it was named Geneviewe Lake, for Mrs, 
Wilson, We did not compare our accomplish- 
ment with the discovery of Balboa from his 
peak in Darin, but Um sure we felt the same 
kind of thrill he linew. 

To reach the Vaureal River, we struck out 
inte the pathless swamps of Antivesti’s height 
of land. The boys carmed the cinoes and 
lulging duffel bags. We brought up the rear 
with rods ane cameras. 

After slomzing through sodden marsh grass, 
we stumbled on a noerthward-flowing brook, 
the Vauréal, ond were cheered by our rapld 
progress: 

Becovse stream markings on the hank 
showed that the river level was dropping rap- 
idly, we pushed downstream pat.once, For a 
while there wos deep water and easy going 
between low wooded banks, But soon the 
stream Uilted, spread out thin, and became so 
shallow that we frequently had to drag the 
canoes over the gravel burs. . 

After 3 miles of alternately rough and 
smooth going, we arrived atthe chute above 
the reat folls of the Vaureal. Here we set 
up our last camp in the interior, 


Down sleeping hage were none 
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Next morning, while the guides were break- 
ing camp, we pushed down through the dense 
spruce woods to the brink wf the fall. At our 
feet the whele Vaureal Rivet pitched nearly 
180 feet—a drop greater than Niagara’s— 
into a durk chasm. Tn the spray a rainbow 
vleamved, 

To by-pass the cliffs; we scrambled over one 
of the toughest portages | have ever seen. 
There was no trail. The way led through dense 
spruce and oosing swamps, Gales had blown 
down much of the timber, Our lees grew 
numb from picking our steps over, under, 
around, aril threagh the tree trunks that lay 
at all angles, as if some giant had just dropped 
jackstraws all ower the land. 

The day was hot and windless, und we 
often hal to stop and gasp for breath. 

We reached the rim ot the gorge ot Last, 


and stumbled, slipped, and fell down a steep 


slide to the river bank, Sprawled on the shale, 
we took long pulls at the clear water, 

Although nearly exhausted, T knew that T 
would never foruive myself if 1 did riot phota- 

eraph the Vauréal Falls from the canyon he- 
low. So T trudged wearily up the river bed 
for two miles, 

When at last TP rounded a buttress of the 
canyon wall and came face to face with the 
roaring White plume, the sight more than 
repaid all my ifort (page 138). 

From the seething caldron at the foot of the 
ciscide, a great column of spray Boiled up 
and drifted through the tall spruces on the 
oppesite slope. “The noonday sun glittered un 
the shallows at my feet. 

1 used up the last of my still and motion 
picture films, and then reluc tantly turned back 
downstream, 

Down to the Sea 

After a refreshing cup of strong ten, we 
started on the ist swift lap ef our trip, ‘The 
four canoes danced olong, now in bright 
sunlight and now in ono) shadow, slipping 
smoothly down the rapits, 

Late in the afternoon, through the camyon 
notch. we cought sight of the calm, blue Gulf 
af St. Lawrence, The pitch. of the rushing 
river was so steep it seemed like a toboggan 


slice, 


Suddenly we burst from behind a point to 
glide owt on the placid surface of the sea pool. 
We were back on salt water. Along the far 
horizon the rocky islinds of the North Shore 
hung in o mirage.
